Coale to Limit Fees. 

Coale, who resides at 8 West- 
moreland place, has agreed to col- 
lect no more in salary and feés as 
Assessor than the members of the 
Board of Public Service receive.

As the result of conferences last 
night and today, the congressional 
leaders are withholding proposals 
to give the President a free hand. 

Roosevelt considers the heart of 
the problem the raising of the price 
level. But he wants it raised in 
such a manner that it Will be un- 
der control at all times and not 
permitted to go too high. 

The President hopes to get the 
world back on a gold standard. 
This standard may be on a differ- 
ent gold ratio for backing of cur- 
rency than in the pagt, but he is 
adamant for stabilization of the 
world monetary situation. 

The decision to withdraw licenses 
for export of gold becomes effec- 
tive immediately. 

Just how the gold embargo re- 
acts to raise American commodity 
prices is somewhat involved and 
difficult of explanation. It was 
explained, that cotton, for instance, 
is sold on the gold basis. On the 
present gold basis the rate is about 
6 cents a pound. Should the price 
of gold slide off 10 per cent a re- 
sultant increase in cotton of 10 per 
cent is regarded as inevitable.

In 
addition, St. Louis will be deprived 
of future aid for the Harris and 
Stowe teachers’ colleges, for which 
it has been entitled to slightly more 
than $100,000 a year. 

Over.the protest of Senator Kin- 
ney, the Senate adopted an amend- 
ment striking out. of the House bill 
an appropriation of $475,000 to carry 
out the provisions of a law passed | 
two years ago directing the pay- 
ment of $8 for each charity patient 
in the St. Louis Sanitarium. Kin- 
ney attempted to save at least 


$200,000 of the appropriation, but his 
amendment was rejected. 

In another section of the bill St. 
Louis was deprived of about $58,000 
of a total of about $108,000 due it 
from a teachers’ training fund ap- 
propriation made two years ago 
and which was only partly paid. The 
1931 Legislature allotted $415,000 for 
aid to teachers’ colleges in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph. 
St. Louis was entitled to $215,000: of 
this amount, but because of a short- 
age of revenue received only $107,- 
000. 

Senator Brogan Overruled. 

To meet the deficiency the House 
included in the appropriation bill 
an item of $340,000, which was in 
exceas of the amount required. The 
Senate committee reduced the 
amount to $170,000, arbitrarily cut- 
ting it in two, which made it con- 
siderably less than was needed. 
Senator Brogan protested against 
the reduction but was overruled, the 
Senate committee amendment being 
adopted, St. Louis’ part of the 
$170,000 will be about $58,000 less 
than the amount due. 

St. Louis will suffer no more 
than Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
other smaller cities which have 
teacher training courses from a 
failure to make an appropriation 
for such aid from the State in the 
future. Senator Bales said on the 
floor that there was a large sur- 
plus of teachers in the State and 
that, for that reason and because 
of the shortage of State revenue, 
the committee had decided to in- 
clude no funds for the purpose for 
the next two years. 

It will be possible for the 1935. 
Legislature to resume payments. 

The bill in which the cuts were 
made included appropriations for 
many State agencies and activities. 
The net reductions from _ the 
amounts expended during 1931 and 
1932 were not so large as in most 
of the other appropriation bills 
passed by the Senate, though the 
total was much below that of the 
House bill before it was amended. 

The total appropriated from the 
general revenue fund in the House 
bill was $3,249,506. The Senate re- 
duced this to $2,656,160, which was 
only $133,621 below the expenditures 
of 1931 and 1932. , 

Increase in Special Funds. 

In addition to the allotments from 
the general revenue fund there were 
appropriations of $4,080,176 from 
special funds, an increase of $62,- 
177 over the comparable figure in 
the House bill. A comparison of 
this amount with the 1931-1932 ex- 
penditures was:impossible because 
statistics for some of the special 
funds are not available.

Persistent Efforts by Harry 
Parker to Sell Documents 
Led to Investigation of 
Officials. 


Harry Parker, whose efforts to 
hawk a set of letters to East St. 
Louisans led to disclosure by the 
Post-Dispatch of widespread tax 
grafting in St. Clair County, has 
“gone south.” 

With his mother, Mrs. Bertha 
Parker, his 12-gear-old_ son, Billy, 
and their dog, they left East St. 
Louis after Parker had finally sold 
the letters to a St.Louis newspaper. 


Presumably the proceeds of the 
sale, understood to be $1000, fi- 
nanced the trip, which is known to 
have taken the Parkers and their 
dog to New Orleans and .Guifport, 
Miss. in Parker’s secondhand au- 
tomobile during the early part of 
this month. 

Parker’s letters, originally of- 
ferea for sale to an East Side busi- 
ness man to be used in wringing 
money from county officials who 
had been participating in tax 
grafts, purported to have been 
written by Addison J. Throop, re- 
signed chairman of the Board of 
Review, and now a voluntary pris- 
oner in Belleville jail waiting to 
testify before, the county grand 
jury in an inquiry scheduled to be- 
gin Friday. 

Activities Led to Inquiry. 

Parker’s persistent efforts to 
hawk the letters caused the Post- 
Dispatch tO make an investigation 
of Throop’s activities which led to 
his resignation last Wednesday and 
his confession of complicity in tax 
frauds, in which he has also im- 
plicated two county officials, two 
for..er county officials, the auditor 
of an East Side packing firm, an 
East St. Louis attorney and an Eaet 
Side contractor. 

As soon as he had sold the let- 
ters, which ‘Throop declares to be 
spurious, Parker purchased a sec- 
ondhand Ford for $150 from a wid- 
ow in French Village, east of East 
St. Louis, and made a hurried trip 
to Springfield to get license plates 
with the least possible delay. 

The letters, implicating Throop 
in tax grafts, were offered for sale 
with the understanding Parker's 
name would not be used in connec- 
tion with their publication, that he 
would not have to .assist prosecut- 
ing officials in any investigation, 
and that he could go away, if he 
wished. 

Son Leaves School. 

So that there would be no mis- 
take about the conditions, Parker 
left town with celerity. He was 
last seen in East St. Louis on April 
lor 2. His son left his classes at 
the George Rogers Clark Junior 
High School, told schoolmates he 
was going to Texas with his father, 
and disappeared along with his fa- 
ther and grandmother. 

Next word of the traveling Park- 
ers came to East St. Louis on April 
8. when Mrs. W. F. Browne of Pros- 
pect Park received a miniature bale 
of cotton from Mrs. Parker, her 
aunt. It was postmarked New Or- 
leans, April 7.

“He 
asked for a job and I gave him 
one as bookkeeper of my printing 
company. The boys in the troop 
liked him. He seemed to know a 
lot about woodcraft and he was 
always affable. 

“He told good stories, too. One 
time, I remember, he said quite 
casually that he was a former army 
aviator. Another time he told of 
going on an exploration trip up the 
Amazon River with a party of 15. 
He repeated the story in detail to 
the boys at a troop meeting and 
told how he and two others were 
the only survivors. He said savage 
natives and tropical fever got he 
rest—made it sound true, too.” 

Throop admitted he had taken 
Parker into his confidence on cer- 
tain phases of the tax graft, which 
consisted in collecting money from 
corporations in consideration of 
“letting them alone” on - assess- 
ments. How much he told Parker 
he was unable to say, he declared, 
but he added that Parker “prob- 
ably knew plenty.” 

Parker, who is 36 years old, has 
maintained for some years past an 
air of “being on the inside” in many 
matters. Three years ago he pro- 
fessed to know the details of a 
plot to free “Dizzy” Daniels, a St. 
Louis Cuckoo gang hoodlum, from 
the Jefferson City penitentiary 
where he is serving a life term for 
the murder of a policeman. 

At that time Parker made two 
visits to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in East St. Louis during which he 
outlined what he described as a

previous unsuccessful plan at es- 
cape. He declared he would supply 
the details of a new plot in which 
weapons were to be smuggied to 
Daniels and other convicts in prep- 
arations for a break for liberty.

POWER DISTRIBUTION 
LIMIT IN SHOALS BILL 


Government Restricted to Area 
Within 400 Miles of Gener- 
ating Point by House Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—A lim- 
itation on Government power dis- 
tribution to areas within 400 miles 
of the generating point today was 
written into the administration 
Tennessee valley program by the 
House Military Committee. 

Efforts to eliminate from _ the 
bill authority for the Government 
corporation operating Muscle 
Shoals to build power transmission 
lines were defeated in the commit- 
tee but other restrictions were 
added. 

As introduced by Chairman Mc- 
Swain, the bill would authorize the 
Tennessee valley authority to lease 
or construct transmission lines 
“within transmission distance from 
the place where generated.” This 
language was changed to prescribe 
a 400-mile limit. 

The committee also determined 
that before building its own lines, 
the corporation first should ex- 
haust efforts to lease, purchase or 
condemn existing lines, in the or- 
der named. 

The issue of transmission lines 
has been one of the most contro- 
versial in the consideration of the 
Roosevelt program and was vigor- 
ously opposed by the Common- 
wealth and Southern Corporation, 
owner of six Southern power com- 
panies. 

Representative Britten (Rep.), 
Illinois, in a formal statement said 
the President’s Shoals plan would 
“destroy the fertilizer industry, 
place the Government in direct com- 
petition with the power business 
and cost the taxpayrs a billion dol- 
lars. 

“Whn carried ino effect,” Brit- 
ten said, “the Roosevelt Muscle 
Shoals bill will destroy the fer- 
tilizer industry of America, which 
now comprises a capital investment 
of some $400,000,000. with a manu- 
facturing capacity of 12,000,000 tons 
of fertilizer a year. The Roose- 
velt ‘new deal’ proposes to, put the 
Government into the fertilizer busi- 
ness at a time when the private 
industries are running at 50 per 
cent of their capacity and losing 
in actual money nearly a million 
dollars a month to their respective 
stockholders who are scattered 
throughout the United States.” 

The committee struck out provi- 
sion for payment to Alabama and 
Tennessee 5 per cent of the gross 
proceeds from the sale of power 
generated in the respective states. 


SENATOR CLARK'S JOB BILL 


WASHINGTON, April 19. — Un- 
employment relief steps by the Gov- 
ernment, to Senator Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, ought to provide as many 
jobs as possible, and to carry out 
that aim he introduced yesterday 
a bill to dispense with machinery 
so far as possible in construction 
projects. 

It specifies that “human and ani- 
mal labor” shall be used to the 
fullest maximum in accordance 
with economy aims, in place of 
mechanized labor savers.

The plan has been accepted by 
holders of more than two-thirds of 
the bonds atfected and consequent- 
ly, in the opinion of officers, could 
be carried out under the new 
bankruptcy law. 

E. N. Brown, chairman of the 
Reorganization Committee, said in 
New York today that the next step 
in the proposed reorganization 
would depend on the decision of se- 
curity owners on the plan submit- 
ted to them by the chairmen of the 
three bondholders’ committees. 

The new bankruptcy law provides 
that a railroad filing a bankruptcy 
petition may present a reorganiza- 
tion plan to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The commis- 
sion may approve the plan, provid- 
ed it has been accepted by creditors 
of every affected class holding two- 
thirds in amount of claims and by 
stockholders holding two-thirds of 
each affected class of stock. 

If provision is made in the plan 
for adequate protection of any class 
of creditors or stockholders, then 
acceptance by that class is not 
necessary. If the creditors accept 
the plan and it is approved by the 
commission, it may be finally con- 
firmed by the Federal Court after 
a hearing on objections. On confir- 
mation, the plan may be put into 
effect. by the road, subject to the 
jurisdiction of the commission. The 
railroad property then would be 
returned to the road free of all 

except as provided in the 
plan. 
Pian to Cut Fixed Charges. 

The reorganization plan was 
drawn last July, after the Interstate 
Commerce Commission approved a 
loan of $1,800,000 from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation on 
condition that the road would re- 
duce its fixed interest charges. 

The Frisco management said the 
plan would reduce fixed charges 
from about $13,700,000 annually to 
about $3,500,000 through 1936 and 
would make a large part of present 
charges contingent on earnings for 
a further period of five years.

In the face of conflicting reports 
about the Chief Executive's views 
on the insurance of deposits, the 
President last week indicated that 
he had not yet definitely decided 
what legislation he wanted. 

The bill as drafted by the com- 
mittee provides for creation of a 
$2,000,000,000 fund to insure depos- 


The committee decided to include 
provision for admitting mutua) sav- 
ings and banks of the Morris plan 
type to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and the insurance fund. These 
groups, with total deposits of about 
$10,000,000,000, have been excluded 
by State laws from subscribers to 
stock in the Reserve banks as 
other members do. 

The completed bill is based upon 
the Glass bank bill of last session, 
which was designed chiefly to curb 
the use of Federal Reserve credit 
for speculation. 

Virtually all major points in that 
bill have been retained, including 
a requirement that national banks 
divorce security affiliates and a 
provision for branch banking by 
national banks only in states which 
permit State banks to have 
bra.ches. 

Several Additions Made. 

Several important additions have 
been made, including a prohibition 
against interlocking directorates 
between banks and industrial cor- 
porations and against payment of 
interest on den .nd deposits.

Visits State Department.

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STOCKS OF BANKRUPT 
FIRM SOLD ON CURB 


Exchange Permitted Trading 
Four Months After Learning 
of Company’s Condition. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 19—At the 
Attorney-General’s inquiry into the 
Curb Exchange’s practices yester- 
day it was testified the exchange 


permitted trading in the stock of 
a company for four months after it 
learned of its bankruptcy and for 
a week after advices that a trus- 
tee in receivership was to be ap- 
pointed. 

The firm in question was “White- 
nights, Inc.,” dealers in electrical 
equipment, admitted to trading in 
April, 1928. 

Austin K. Neftel, former chair- 
man of a subcommittee of the ex- 
change on unlisted securities, tes- 
tified yesterday at the first public 
hearing that Whitenights was one 
of dpproximately 1700 unlisted is- 
sues traded on the’ exchange. He 
said there are less than 400 fully 
listed stocks, between 700 and 800 
unlisted bonds and about 20 listed 
bonds. 

What Listing Means. 

Companies whose securities are 
listed are required to give the ex- 
change information on their fi- 
nancial condition, while no such 
requirement is made in the case of 
unlisted securities. The holder of 
a single share who happened to be 
a curb member, Neftel said, could 
obtain unlisted trading privileges 
for stotk in which he was a spe- 
cialist and could egtablish pricé 
quotations on it even though he 
had no buying or selling orders. 

Unlisted stocks remained in trad- 
ing even after statements of their 
financial standing were requested 
and refused, Neftel said, mention- 
ing Cities Service in this category. 

He declared that some unlisted 
securities were “better than listed 
securities,” but acknowledged that 
the public would “get a better run 
for its money” if all stocks were 
listed and that banks preferred 
listed stocks -for loan. collateral. 

Regarding Whitenights, Neftel 
said John R. Murphy, secretary of 
the exchange, received a telegram 
June 4, 1929, from Michael 8. Niles 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., saying the 
company was “hopelessly bankrupt 
with liabilities 10 times its assets” 
and that a bankruptcy petition had 
been filed May 4. 

Got Notice June 14. 

On June 14, Neftel said, a notice 
was posted removing the stock 
from trading, but the removal was 
revoked the following day. He ex- 
plained that the receivership was 
public news and “the public had a 
right to thé market. We had no 
right to deprive them of a market 
until we knew definitely that the 
company was finished.” 

On Sept. 26 the exchange re- 
ceived definite word that a trus- 
tee in redeivership was to be ap- 
pointed; Neftel said, but continued 
to permit trading in the stock un- 
til the acttial appointment, Oct. 4.

Chinwangtao and Tientsin, in the 
North China coast area. 

The Chinese military headquar- 
ters for operations in that r is 
there. The fall of Lwanchow would 
considerably facilitate a Japanese 
advance on Tientsin, the interna- 
tional commercial center, with one 
of the largest American colonies 
in China. Lwanchow is about 100 
miles from Tientsin.

of the Lwan River. Earlier reports 
said a Chinese force had halted an 
attempt of Japanese troops to cross 
the Lwan with machine-gun fire.

Change of Japatiese Plans. — 

When the Japanese first started 
their push into the undisputed Chi- 
nese tevritory south of the Great 
Wall, the Lwan River was set as 
the limit. But the Japanese com- 
mand now Has announcéd that it 
will continue the pursuit as far as 
the Chinese continue to set up de 
fenses. 

American missionaries, who are 
numerous in the region, have been 
advised to leave. Whether any gen- 
eral American evacuation will be 
ordered has not been decided. In 
the Tientsin area, the question is 
up to thé United States Consulate. 
The Fifteenth United States In- 
fantry area has its base at Tient- 
sin under treaty provision to keep 
Peiping’s route to the sea open to 
traffic. 

The largest number of Ameri- 
cans outside of Peiping and Tient- 
sin who may be involved are 30 
American Congregational Board 
missionaries at Tungchow, who 
have been exposed repeatedly to 
danger during Chinese disorders. 
Twenty American missionaries at 
Changli are apparently in no dan- 
ger, as the Chinese have fled from 
there. 

It is understood there are no 
Americans in the outlying places 
directly south of the Great Wall 
between the Lwan River and Tung- 
chow, east of Péiping. Two Ameéri- 
cans formerly residing at Hesiku- 
chwang, néar Tongshaw, moved 
away months ago.

which permit a reorganization 
without the usual receivership pro- 
ceedings. 

Other roads which have appealed 
for reorganization privileges under 
the new law are the Missouri Pa- 
cific and its subsidiaries, the New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexico and the 
International Great Northern, 
which are controlled by the Alle- 
ghany Corporation; the Akron, Can- 
ton & Youngstown; one of whose 
leased line bonds is guaranteed by 
thé New York, Chicago & St. Louis 
(Nickel Plate) road, and the Mi- 
narets & Western, a short line. 

The C. & E. I., as is the Missouri 
Pacific, is identified as one of the 
Van Sweringen group of railroads, 
and is controlled by the Chesapeake

preferred stock. 

Reorganized in 1921, the C. & E. 
I. operates about 940 miles of line 
in Indiana and Illinols. Last year 
the road reported a dificit of $3,- 
411,419 after charges against a loss 
of $3,641,118 in 1931.

MOSCOW, April 19.—(By Taas, 
official Soviet news agency. )—The 
Supreme Court of the Union of So- 
cialist Soviet Republics, sitting in 
special session from April 12 to 
April 18.\under the chairmanship of 
Vassili Ulrich, examined in open 
hearing the case of defendants 
Gusev, Gregory, Ziebert, Zorin, 
Krasheninnikoff, Kotlyarevsky, Ku- 
tuzova, Cushny, Lebedeff, Lobonoff, 
MacDonald, Monkhouse, Nordwall, 
Olyenik, Sokoloff, Sukoruchkin and 
Thornton. 

The court established the follow- 


In the course of several years, 
systematic breakdowns of separate 
units took place in big electric sta- 
tions of the U. S. S. R. at Moscow, 
Ziatoust, Cheliabinsk, Ivanovo, Ba- 
ku and other places. -These break- 
downs stopped the units for more 
or less lengthy periods and lowered 
their power. 

On the basis of data submitted 
to it, an expert committee conclud- 
ed that in all the breakdowns in- 
vestigated there was either crim- 
inal negligence or direct wrecking 
activities by the technical personnel 
of these stations. 

On the basis of material adduced 
in the judicial investigation, the 
court established that the cause of 
the breakdowns was wrecking ac- 
tivity by counter-revolutionary 
groups, consisting of state employes 
at the electric stations (mostly 
higher technical personnel) acting 
in complicity with some employes 
of the private English firm, the 
Metropolitan-Vickers Co. 

Wrecking in 4 Stations. 

The Court’s verdict enumerates 
wrecking acts in four deetrie sta- 
tigns and gives detailed qualifica- 
tions of the crimes of those who di- 
rectly executed the wrecking acts 
and of the English citizens. 

The Court established that among 
the employes of Metro-Vickers the 
leading part in the crimes be- 
longed to Thornton, under whose 
girection wrecking activity at va- 
rious electric stations was carried 
out by engineers of the firm—Mac- 
Donald, Nordwall, Cushny and 
Olyenik. Through these persons, 
as well as directly, Thornton came 
into contact with counter-revolu- 
tionary groups and came to terms 
with them to effect breakdowns 
and to conceal defects in equip- 
ment supplied by Metro-Vickers; he 
gave bribes to state employes for 
criminal actions committed by 
them; engaged in military espion- 
age on territory of the U. S. S. R., 
collecting through MacDonald, 
Cushny and Olyenik secret informa- 
tion of military importance; and 
gave bribes to state employes 
(Gusev, Sokoloff and others) for 
information received. The crim- 
inal action against Thornton was 
in reference to article 58 of the 
—— Code, clauses 6, 7, 9 and 
Monkhouse, a representative of 
the Moscow office of Metro-Vick- 
ers, was informed about Thornton’s 
activities and participated by brib- 
ing state employes to conceal de- 
fects in equipment supplied by Met-

Secret Military Information. 
The executors of the wrecking 
instructions.of Thornton were Mac- 
Donald> Nordwall, Cushny and 
Olyenik, who organized break- 
downs, concealed defects in equip- 
ment and collected military in- 
‘formation of a secret nature. The 
verdict incriminates Anna Kutu- 
zova in concealing and assisting 
the criminal actions of some em- 
ployes:of Metro-Vickers. 


On the basis of facts established 
by the Court and of a resolution of 
the Central Executive Committee 
of the U. S. 8S. R. on March 14 
(which declares that since State 
employes convicted of wrecking are 
traitors to. the fatherland, ‘they 
should bear more severe responsi- 
bility than employes of private en- 
terprises) the Court sentenced Gu- 
sev, Sukoruchkin and Lobonoff to 
10 years’ imprisonment, depriva- 
tion of rights for five years and 
confiscation of all their property. 

The Court based its éhoice of this 
punishment, rather than execution, 
on the fact that the criminal 
wrecking was of local character 
and did not do serous harm to the 
industrial strength of the U. 8S. 8. 
R. 

Sokoloff, Zorin and-Kotlyarevsky 
were given eight years’ imprison- 
ment on the same basis. Krashen- 
innikoff was ordered imprisoned 
for five years. Considering that 
Lebedeff was only a tool in the 
hands of Lobonoff, the Court gave 
him two years’ imprisonment. 

Sentences of Englishmen. 

Of the employes of the Moscow 
office of Metro-Vickers, Thornton 
received three years. In the case 
of MacDonald, because he was con- 
siders to be acting under the di- 
rect ‘institgation of his immediate 
chief, Thornton, and because of his 
sincere confession in court, the 
Judges commuted the punishment 
required by law and sentenced him 
to two years’ imprisonment. Monk- 
house, Nordwell and Cushny were 
ordered exiled for five years and 
must leave in three. days. The 
Court, taking into consideration 
Olyenik’s dependence on Thornton 
as an employe of a private firm, 
gave him three years’ imprison- 
ment; Kutuzova a year and a half. 
The time of the preliminary deten- 
tion of the defendants will count 
as part of their. sentences. 

The Judges, cohsidering that Zie- 
bert by his work after 1931 proved 
that he sincerely broke with the 
wreckers, freed him from arrest. 
Gregory, in view of insufficient 
evidence, was considered not guilty. 
The sentences are final and not 
open to appeal. 


Though the dispatch said the sen- 
tences of the five Britons and 10 
Russians could not be appealed, 
other reports from Moscow said 
that appeal would be taken. 

The discrepancy apparently arose 
from the fact that while there is no 
further recourse in the courts, the 
Central Executive Committee of the 
Soviet has power to amend the sen- 
tences.

The amendment—approved yes- 
terday without a record vote—was 
tabled 4 3to 39 after having been 
reconsidered by a vote of 41 to 39 
a moment before. 

Other Eliminations Sought. 
An effort will be made to re- 
move sugar cane and sugar beets 
from the bill. These were included 
this morning at the urging of Sen- 

ator Costigan (Dem.), Colorado. 

Reconsideration of the peanut 
amendment was moved by Senator 
Frazier (Rep.), North Dakota, after 
Democtfatic and Independent Re- 
publican leaders had appealed to 
Senators not to destroy the bill by 
adding to it commodities that 
would make its administration im- 
possible. 

An indication of the growing op- 
position to adding more commodi- 
ties was found in the overwhelm- 
ing defeat of a proposal by Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, to add 
flaxseed. 

Frazier, who had intended to 
urge that oats be included if the 
other carried, changed his plan on 
the basis of that vote. 

Leaders hope the bill can be fi- 
nally passed today and returned to 
the House for consideration of Sen- 
ate changes, although a substitute 
sponsored by Republicans, stripping 
away powers for Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace, remains to. be 
disposed of.

Uniformed police and 
plain-clothes men were stationed 
around the hall and stood at doors 
and in the balcony. 

A threatening letter had been re- 
ceived at the local office of the 
United States Department of La- 
bor. Authorities said it was writ- 
ten in a scrawling hand and that 
its contents were rambling and dis- 
connected. The writer demanded 
an audience with Miss Perkins and 
declared that “something would 
happen to her” if his request were 
not granted. Other details of the 
letter were not made public. 

In her speech, Secretary Perkins, 
commenting on business conditions, 
said:

Legisiation has been proposed, debated and enacted, 
since March 4, at a rate of speed which is without 
precedent. In six short weeks, the President has made 
a record of affirmative action such as his predecessor 
was unable to approach in four years. Already on the 
statute books are the emergency banking bill, the 
economy bill, the beer bill, the forest camp bill and 
$500,000,000 in direct aid for the unemployed. Vet- 
erans’ payments have been slashed, salaries cut, bu- 
reaus reorganized, $1,200,000,000 lopped off the budget 
to Gate. Beer is back, banks are functioning again. 
The idle are being fed. ‘Thousands of them are being 
put to work. 

And this in less than two months. 

Further action is imminent. Already the repre- 
sentatives of other nations have been summoned. to 
a series of economic conversations. Already before 
Congress are the Muscle Shoals bill, the 30-hour-week 
bill, the securities marketing bill, the farm and home 
mortgage bills and the omnibus farm subsidy and 
food tax bill. Promised for early introduction are 
bills to authorize war debt action and tariff cuts, to 
reorganize the banking system, to tackle the railroad 
problem, to regulate the stock exchange and to ex- 
pand public works. 

We favor some of these measures. We oppose 
others. But we do wish to point out that, taken to- 
gether, they effectively refute the campaign charge 
that Mr. Roosevelt is weak, has no program and lacks 
leadership. In six weeks he has displayed a strength, 
purpose and direction which have led Heywood Broun 
to prophesy that Theodore Roosevelt may be record- 
ed in history only as his distant cousin. In the main,

current budget, improving the Federal credit, reliev- 
ing unemployment, reviving industry and bringing 
private business under more effective public control. 
In the main, they have been wisely planned. We 
cannot cheerfully go along with him on the farm 
bill. But despite this, after 12 years of stagnation, it 
is refreshing to find the country once again on the 
move. 

It seems almost inconceivable that inaction should 
have given way so quickly and completely to action: 
Yet the explanation is not difficult to find. The 
Hoover administration had held back a vast amount 
of vitally necessary legislation. Once the dam was 
broken, the waters poured through. Then again, Mr. 
Roosevelt entered office at a dramatically opportune 
moment. On the morning of March 4 the banking 
system had completely collapsed. He was presented 
with a unique opportunity for decisive action, and 
he was quick to seize it. The people, moreover, had 
been driven by cumulative catastrophe to a mental 
desperation which made them far more receptive to 
positive action than they had been in 1929. 

All of these circumstances combined to make Mr. 
Roosevelt's way easy. But, even so, great credit must 
be given to the President. He had a program ready 
to present at a moment when everybody else had sur- 
rendered to panic. He has presented it skillfully: a 
brief and pointed message, followed immediately by 
the draft ofa bill. When this is on its way, another 
message and another bill, one fast following upon 
the heels of another. And always the crack of the 
patronage whip to keep the votes in line. There may 
be grumbling behind the scenes, but we are getting 
action upon the stage. The performance is one which 
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compels admiration. for the Deaf.

All this is straight-from-the-shoulder talk. It is 
precisely the kind of talk the conditions demand. The 
action implied in it is precisely the kind of action de-

An inaugural address, to be sure, is only a message 
to the public. At best, it can be but reassuring; at 
worst, disappointing. This message is a frank, 
hopeful greeting. It reveals a man of purpose and 
courage who is about to take off his coat, roll up his 
sleeves and give the job the best that is in him.

Dr. Bowers testified at Mrs. 


Judd’s trial for the murder of Mrs. 


Agnes Anne Leroi that she was 
sane and, he said today, nothing 
in the woman’s actions had caused 
him to change his opinion. He 
added that Mrs. Judd has “great 
histrionic ability.” 

Hypothetical Question. 

The Court ruled the State might 
propound to Dr. George W. Steph- 
ens,, psychiatrist, a hypothetical 
question as to Mrs. Judd’s insanity. 

“In the case of a theoretical per- 
son,” Assistant County Prosecutor 
Reed said, “who has talked of the 
gallows, the rope and hanging; who 
states they never will hang her, 
that sh ewill fight, will kill herself; 
who states that she is going to be 
hanged but that another person in 
the prison who also killed is not 
going to be hanged, that-the doctors 
helped him but did not help her; 
who procures saws and attempts to 
escape and when frustrated threat- 
ens to comimt suicide—would you 
say such a person is insane and 
does not understand her situation 
and the punishment to be meted to 
her?” 

“T feel the facts as outlined are 
not sufficiently correlated for me 
to give an intelligent answer,” Dr. 
Stephens replied. 

Dr. Win Wylie, last expert called 
for Mrs. Judd, also was propounded 
the question and declined to answer 
it definitely. “It does not contain 
any reference to circumstances un- 
der which such conversation and 
actions took place,” he asserted. “It 
cannot be answered intelligently.” 

Dr. Wylie, as had all of the de- 
fense alienists, declared Mrs. Judd 
to be suffering from dementia prae- 
cox to the extent, in his opinion, 
she does not understand her situ2- 
tion or the sentence given her. 
Yesterday’s Hearing; Reprieve 

Granted Until April 28. 

The insanity hearing adjourned 
last night in an uproar, with de- 
fense counsel demanding that Coun- 
ty Attorney Will Truman be cited 
for contempt of court for alleged 
prejudicial remarks. 

Superior Judge E. L. Green had 
ordered the jury locked up for the 
night in the Pinal County court- 
house. The order was mandatory 
after attorneys requested the de- 
tention earlier in the day. 

A moment after Judge Green had 
announced recess until today, and 
informed the jurors they were to 
be kept together for the rest of the 
hearing, the County Attorney 
jumped to his feet. 

“May it please the Court,” he said, 
“we wish the record to show that 
it was the defense counsel who re- 
quested this action and that we did 
not desire it.” 

Objections to the remark were 
made immediately by E. W. Mac- 
Farland, of Mrs. Judd’s counsel. 

“That is the most gross error I 
ever saw committed in a court of 
law,” he declared. 

“It is an error,” said Judge 
Green, “but it is done now.”

Police and Fire Departm 
a number of salary red 
inated several jobs and made half 
a dozen new appointments, 

Reorganization of the Police and 
Fire Departments marked the con- 
clusion of a three-year controversy 
between Marshal George F. Ward 
and the city administration, culnti- 
nating today in thc restoration of 
Ward as Chief of Police. 

In 1930, the Board of Aidermen, 
headed by Mayor Ruth, passed an 
ordinance abolishing the office of 
Chief of Police and setting up in- 
stead a Director of Public Safety, 
with a Commissionér at the head of 
the Police Department. Ward was 
named Commissioner at first, but 
later removed and left holding only 
the elective office of Marshal at $1 
a year. 

The Civic Voters’ League, sup- 
porting Ward, won a complete vic 
tory at the polls two weeks ago and 
today’s action redeemed campaign 
promises to restore Ward, who him- 
self was re-elected by a substantial 
majority. 

The 1930 ordinance was repealed 
and the former ordinance rein- 
stated at today’s meeting, thereby 
eliminating the jobs of Police Com- 
missioner and Director of Public 
Safety and removing from office, 
respectively, Bert Bellville and 
James Walsh. Belliville’s salary 
was $265 a month and Waish’s $280. 

Other offices voted out of ex- 
istence were or of Plumbing 
and Buildings, held by Fred Kai- 
ser, at $186.76 a month, and Search- 
light Operator, held by Ralph B. 
Graham, a nephew of-former Mayor 
Ruth, at $35 a month. The search- 
light is on top of the City Hall, 
having been there when. the build- 
ing was purchased several years 


ago. i 

Salary reductions will result in 
savings of $14,500 annually to the 
city, Mayor David L. Millar said. 
Effective May 1, they follow: 

City Attorney, $197.52 cut to $185 
a month; City Engineer, $415 to 
$375 @ month; Treasurer, $100 to 
$90; Policé Judge, $142.50 to $135; 
Fire Chief, $190 to $187.50; Forester, 
$75 to $65; Comptroller, $100 to $95; 
City Clerk, $215 to $205, and police- 
men and firemen, $153.90 to $153. 

Salaries of city employes earning 

more than $125 a month had been 
reduced from 5 to 15 per cent last 
August. 
New appointments were: City 
Attorney, Sarpy J. Noonan, who 
withdrew as a Voters’ League can- 
didate for Mayor several weeks ago 
on account of ill health, succeeding 
David M. Baron; Building Com- 
missioner, Theodore L. Johnson, 
succeeding Arthur H. Kuhlmann; 
Treasurer, Eugene Connor, suc- 
ceeding Patrick Powers. Police 
Judge A. A. Ladd and Fire Chief 
Michael Lyons were reappointed. 
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Amendment of the State banking 
laws to prohibit banks from dealing 
in securities and to prevent them 
from lending bank funds to their 
officers was recommended in a re- 
port filed with the House today by 
a special House committee, appoint- 
ed to investigate the liquidation of 
defunct State banks ahd trust com- 
panies in Missouri. 

The committee was created last 
January under a resolution intro- 
duced by Representative Roy Ham- 
lin of Marion County, who was ap- 
pointed chairman. The committee 
conducted no hearings, and held no 


meetings, except one to organize, 
and one again last week to consider 
the report, prepared by Hamlin. The 


House adopted the report today 
without hearing it read. 
Other Recommendations. 

The committee made these fur- 
ther recommendations: - 

That money now held by bank 
liquidators be disbursed to.the de- 
positors, except where prevented 
by order of the Circuit Court hav- 
ing charge of the liquidation. 

That the Attorney-General be in- 
structed to carry on a further in- 
vestigation of the bank  Iliquida- 
tions, to insure protection of the 
public. 

That the State Finance Commis- 
sioner appoint a special deputy 
with the sole duty of supervising 
and expediting liquidations. 

(This plan already had been fol- 
lowed by the department for sev- 
eral years, but was discontinued 
during the last administration 
when funds were not available.) 

That the present banking laws 
be amended to provide that when 


liquidated, a committee of the i- 
‘rectors of the defunct bank or 
trust company be appointed to 
work with the Finance Department 
in the liquidation. Such commit- 
tees have aided the department in 
many of the liquidations now in 
progress. 
Data on Closed Banks. 

The committee attached to its 
recommendations a tabulation of 
information concerning 265 closed 
banks, some of which have been in 
liquidation for nine years. 

The report said the public had 
lost “vast sums” in these closed 
banks and briefly discussed details 
of several liquidations, which have 
been published in newspapers in 
recent years. 

Deposits in the 265 closed banks 
and trust companies totaled $48,- 
086,623, it was -stated, and the cap- 
ital and surplus totaled $11,882,- 
639. Up to last Jan. 1, the depos- 
itors had received $10,501,608 from 
the liquidations andt he liquidating 
officers had $1,847,736 on hand, it 
was said. 

Cost of the liquidations, from 
September, 1923, to last Jan. 1, was 
placed at $2,534,916, including $823,- 
194 in salaries and fees of liquida- 
tors, $330,472 in fees to attorneys, 
$684,505 in liquidation expenses, and 
$696,745 in miscellaneous expend-

With the kind of spirit and energy 
you write of, asking for charity 
does hurt one’s morale. But you 
must remember that it is an emer- 
gency, not at all on a plane witn 
the usual asking for charity with 
the fear that contempt may be 
wrapped up in the gift. People 
have an entirely new idea of the 
assistance that must be accepted 
now. The Relief Bureau and the 
charity organizations are so versed 
now in conditions like yours that 
contact with them may mean some- 
thing constructive for you.

number of unknown names in the 
casts of leading plays.

It was in the legitimate theater 
that Miss Hayes got her first start; 
she made her first appearance here 
in Washington, when but 4 years 
old. At that time she did a solo 
dance at the annual ball of a large 
dancing class to which she be- 
longed. She suffered greatly from 
stage fright, a symptom which no 
longer troubles her. 

Two years later she made her 
second appearance, in an interpre- 
tation of “The Gibson Girl.” She 
did it so well that\the attention of 
Lew Fields, who ¢hanced to be ap- 
pearing in Washington at the time, 
was attracted, and he wrote to her 
to look him up if ever she went to 
‘New York. 


She did not go to New York im- 
mediately, for she was offered a 
part with a local stock company as 
Prince Charles in a production of 
“The Royal Family,” and began her

Few Commemoratives. 


Im contrast with many countries, 
the United States has issued few 
commemorative stamps, and those 
issued have been confined to a few 
values. 

The revised “Description of 
‘United States Postage Stamps,” just 
published by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, lists only 42 special issues up 
until the end of 1932. Twenty-two 
of these, however, have come with- 
in the past five years. . 

United States stamps, the ‘publi- 
cation says, have carriét the por- 
traits of 17 Presidents and of 24 
other persons prominent in Ameri- 
can history. 7 Ss 

The pamphlet, which describes all 
this country’s stamps from the first 
issue in 1847 to the Daniel Webster 
commemorative of 1932, may be 
bought for 10 cents from the Super- 
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stamps. Most collectors of these 
stamps will now be abie¢to obtain 
them at their own postoffices. 

Something that puzzles collectors 
is the meaning of the letters “C. 8.” 
beside the plate numbers on sheets 
of the Oglethorpe stamps. They 
are abbreviations of Chromium 
Steel. The Government is conduct- 
ing experiments to determine 
whether this metal is better than 
what was formerly used. 


‘New Issues. . 


AZORES—Scott’s No. 498 of Port- 
ugal has been over-printed for use 
in this colony. The total number, 
83,000, seems to have been cornered 
by a speculator. The stamp is 6c, 
red brown, the over-print is as 
usual, “ACORES.” 

ERITREA—A set of commemo- 
rative stamps will be issued shortly 
by this Italian colony. 

FRANCE—The 3fr value ‘has 
been withdrawn from use. A Ifr, 
peace type, will be issue‘ shortly.

GREECE—Greece is evidently go- 
ing in for the issuing of stamps in 
a big way. New high values are to 
be printed as follows: 50, 75 and 
100dr.

Dues, 50 and 100dr are coming 
from the presses, with some provi- 
sionals. 


MACAO—Six new provisional 
stamps are now in use.
